Since data is not collected at the state level for the 
local indicators, it is up to the LEAs to collect their 
own data and self-report on those standards for the 
Dashboard. Unlike the state indicators, the local 
indicators will not be ranked on a color or fill scale 
and instead will be rated as "Met," "Not Met," or 
"Not Met for Two or More Years." In order to meet 
the standard for each applicable local indicator, an 
LEA must: 

• Measure its progress using locally available 
data 

• Report the results to the LEA's local governing 
board at a regularly scheduled public meeting 
of the local governing board 

• Upload and publicly report the results through 
the Dashboard 

LEAs that do not meet all three of these standards 
for each local indicator will receive a "Not Met" on 
the Dashboard, and the Dashboard will 
automatically default to "Not Met" if an LEA does 
not upload information for a local indicator. The 
deadline to upload local indicators is December 1, 
2017 . 

As a reminder, the Superintendent or Charter 
School Administrator is required to designate a 
California School Dashboard Coordinator. For 
questions related to completing the Dashboard 
Coordinator Application, you contact the 
Dashboard Help Desk.

Federal Update on Title IX 

Existing federal law, known as 
Title IX, prohibits a person, on 
the basis of sex, from being 
excluded from participation 
in, being denied the benefits 
of or being subject to 
discrimination under any 
education program or activity 
receiving federal financial 
assistance. 

This bill would require, on or 
before July 1, 2017, public 
schools, private schools, school 
districts, county offices of 
education, and charter schools 
were required to post information 
on their Internet Web site relative 
to: 

• The designated Title IX 
Coordinator 

• The rights of students and 


• Special Education 

• Foster and Homeless Youth 

• Free and Reduced Lunch eligible students 

• EL Students 

• Enrollment 

Also, please ensure you have properly exited and/or 
graduated your students from the 2016-17 school year 

Fall 1 Certification Deadline is December 15, 2017 


Prepare for Annual EL Master Plan Certification 

Every year, LAUSD requests an annual certification of your 
EL Master Plan. Be prepared for your school to certify, 
update, or adopt and implement either LAUSD’s EL Master 
Plan or your school's own EL Master Plan per District 
Required language (DRL). Be sure to practice outreach to 
inform limited English parents and students regarding 
school matters equally. 

You will receive a follow-up communication from 
ExED once the EL Master Plan certification form 
becomes available and the official submission 
deadline is announced by LAUSD.

the Expanded Transitional Kindergarten (TK) Program that 
was established on July 1, 2015 through the Assembly Bill 
(AB 104).

income data collected by the CA Department 
of Healthcare Services, NOT based on 
Medicaid eligibility. These statuses are only 
available through CALPADS. 

• Households with "R" status (reduced-price Medi-Cal) 
are not required to but may still apply for free meals 
through the household income application if they 
think they may qualify. The CDE’s reduced-price 
DC notification letter template includes this 
language so that households are aware of the 
opportunity to apply for higher benefits. It is strongly 
recommended that schools use the CDE’s 
templates. 

• Medi-Cal DC is the lowest in the DC hierarchy 
order. This means all other DC statuses (S and 
T) and other source categorical eligibility 
(homeless, foster, migratory, runaway) take 
precedence over Medi-Cal (M or R). 


In addition, county office of 
education (COE) staff can 
attend a two-day training-of- 
trainers session this 
December. The Training-of- 
Trainers Institute is designed 
to provide COE staff with 
support to further CAASPP 
System trainings locally. It will 
be offered as follows: 


• Like all DC statuses, Medi-Cal DC eligibility 
extends to all children in a household.

Back-to-School Letter 


On September 6, the California 
Department of Education (CDE) 
released an Annual Back-to- 
School letter to Superintendents 
and Charter School 
Administrators. This letter, which 


School Breakfast Programs. Each local educational agency 
(LEA) must select and verify a sample of applications 
approved for free and reduced-price meal benefits. The 
required sample size of applications to be verified is based 
on the number of approved applications on file on October 
1. Each LEA must complete verification of the minimum 
required sample size by November 15. Information to 
support this process and reporting can be found at the 
CDE here. 

Section 6 of the USDA's Eligibility Manual for School 
Meals Determining and Verifying Eligibility covers the 
verification process. ExED recommends all school nutrition 
program coordinators review and familiarize themselves 
with the manual as it is updated each summer. The CDE’s 
resources can be found here. 


Learn how ESSA affects your LEA Plans, ConApp 
and LCAP Requirements 

LEAs eligible for federal funds will not be required to submit 
new LEA plans during the 2017-18 transition year, but will 
be required to submit certifications of the required ESSA 
assurances through the Consolidated Application 
Reporting System (CARS) during the spring collection 
period. LEAs are responsible for keeping their LEA plans 
updated and available upon request. New applicants will be 
required to submit assurances via CARS and work with 
appropriate CDE program offices to ensure that federal 
resources are being used in a manner consistent with the 
ESSA. 

The CDE will continue to work with stakeholders to refine 
the LCAP Addendum referenced in ESSA Update #6, and 
plans to make it available online for interested LEAs to pilot 
in 2017-18. All LEAs applying for ESSA funding in 2018-19 
will be required to complete the appropriate sections of the 
LCAP Addendum in concert with the 2018-19 LCAP review 
and update.
